More in California 


HE summer edition of the Golden State 

Breeder, publisher at 6351 Selma Avenue and 
edited by Florence Johana Seldman, concerns it- 
self largely with the argument that there are 
not enough race tracks in California. 

On the first page is a picture of the record 
crowd of 76,000 persons which witnessed the 
Memorial Day program at Santa Anita Park, 
when Busher won the Santa Susana Stakes. 

On page 13 there is a picture of the “peaceful 
valley of Puente,” and another whose caption 
reads: “Vet’s pal—Al J. Uniack, president of the 
turf club that is building Veterans Park at Puente, 
shown surveying the scene as work on Southern 
California’s newest—and most modern race plant 
progresses.” 

A story on the same page, by Merritt Hutche- 
son, says: 

Al owns the land on which the Puente track will 
be built. He neither needs nor seeks financial 
assistance in the construction of Veterans Park! ... 
Al is a giant among men! 


He's a humanitarian. He's intensely patriotic. 
He's a real fellow! 

Al is determined that Veterans Park will be a 
recreational center devoted to the welfare of return- 
ing veterans. 

And he means it 100%! 

Veterans will be employed. Key jobs will be 
held by veterans. And a healthy percentage of all 
profits will be allocated to veterans’ rehabilitation. 

Puente is ideally situated. It's away from conges- 
tion, yet only 23 miles from downtown Los Angeles. 

Five highways pour into it. It's served by two 
railways and the Pacific Electric bus system. 

It's an ideal site for America’s version of the 
King of Sports! 

And best of all—there’s a grand guy running the 
show! 


There is also an editorial statement which 
makes a case along other lines, on the same page 
with an item captioned “Racing Must Unite.” 
Under the heading of “Racing Equality,” it says: 

All the hue and cry about the Veteran's Project 
at Puente makes one wonder. 


Wonder if it wouldn't be a good idea to build not 


one ... but TWO more tracks in the Los Angeles 
area.

In Maryland—where racing has been conducted 
continuously for more years than in any other sec- 
tion of the United States . . . the sport flourishes 
with limited meetings of ten to thirteen days to 
the track. 

The Washington-Baltimore district does not com- 
pare either in population or area to Los Angeles 
county ... Yet this district supports nine tracks— 
four major tracks—Bowie, Pimlico, Havre de Grace 
and Laurel. 

Minor tracks are Bel-Air, Marlboro, Hagerstown 
and Timonium as well as neighboring Charles Town, 
which is only seventy miles away .. . only two- 
thirds the distance from Los Angeles to Del Mar. 

All the tracks enjoy equitable dates . . . The 
major tracks, with the exception of Laurel, are 
limited to 12 or 13 racing days, Spring and Fall... 
Laurel has only one annual meeting, which does not 
exceed the 25 day yearly limit. 

In Maryland is run the historical Preakness and 
many other traditional stakes . . . Maryland major 
tracks have ALWAYS maintained high purse values 
and a minimum Breeder's award of $250.00. 

A $1,300 minimum purse value was maintained 
during the lean and difficult years of the depression 


and ALL the tracks operated . . . for profit! 
That the operation of another track in the Los 
Angeles area could cause a purse reduction... is 


pure unadulterated poppy-cock! 

It seems absurd that a handful of commercially 
minded and opinionated individuals—none of whom 
were recognized as breeders twenty-five years ago— 
could feel capable of guiding the destiny of racing 
in California. 

Big purses for mediocre horses will not improve 
the breed—nor will they influence the opinions of 
race goers ... who carry the freight for racing. 

If engaging in free enterprise, sharing profits for 
a commendable and worthy cause, and taking part 
in a great national sport, is detrimental to any in- 
dustry or community ... then there is no place in 
that industry or community for sportsmanship .. . 
and racing would do we!l to migrate elsewhere... 
as it has in the past. 

Racing is essentially a migratory business ... and 
will flourish here . . . or elsewhere. 

It will endure so long as the love of horses exists 
in the hearts of men. 


There are some other arguments which were 
not stated explicitly. First among these is the 
fact that Los Angeles’ two great tracks, Santa 
Anita Park and Hollywood Park, are two of the 
most terrific money-makers in the history of rac- 
ing. Santa Anita Park probably could have paid 
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its stockholders back their original investment 
about once a year. Hollywood Park’s stock has 
a higher value than that of any other corpora- 
tion in America. 

These two tracks are vulnerable. If they get 
so much money and Al J. Uniack—who is, ac- 
cording to Mr. Hutcheson, a giant among men, 
and intensely patriotic, too—gets none from 
southern California’s racing crowds, a lot of 
people are going to want to know the reason why. 
And, in the normal course of events, after they 
have been reminded a sufficient number of times 
of the palpable injustice of the present set-up, 
Mr. Uniack will begin to get his. They are now 
being reminded. 

After Mr. Uniack begins to get his the same 
arguments can be repeated for another, and an- 
other, and another. 


More in New Jersey 


N the East Coast there is the interesting case 
of New Jersey. For the first time since the 
nineteenth century was hooted out, this State is 
again more famous for its horses than for its 
mosquitoes. It has one thriving, well conducted 
race course, just outside Camden and Philadel- 
phia. We confess to a grave degree of ignorance 
as to which of the numerous efforts to promote 
new race tracks in that State should be voted 
the ones most likely to succeed. In New Jersey 
they do not work with publicity and propaganda 
with the unihibited skill and boldness of the Cali- 
fornians, and there is a great deal more going 
on than meets the eye. But the State appears to 
expect revenue from four running tracks in 1946. 
Once in a while a dismayed churchman or edu- 
cator, or a group of church people, rises up to 
protest against a race track which is being plan- 
ned. Ordinarily, as far as we can tell from the 
papers which reach the Kentucky wilderness, 
such a protest is followed by a deafening silence 
—for all the world as if the mice were waiting 
until the cat goes over to the rug in front of 
the fireplace and curls up in sleep. 

But, protests or not, more race tracks are on 
the way in New Jersey, a State which, when the 
war began, had barely begun to exploit its po- 
tential resources of that nature. In Florida, too, 
Gulfstream Park has edged into the picture in 
‘recent years, and there appears a possibility of 
other tracks coming in. 

When money is plentiful there can always be 
found good reason for adding to the number of 
race tracks.

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which they pose for the Turf as a whole. As the 
logic of the situation develops (not in these lines, 
but in the field of events) some conclusion, we be- 
lieve, will take shape in the minds of horsemen. 

In the first place, the further expansion of 
racing is more or less a foregone conclusion. From 
present conditions it will result as naturally as 
night follows day. America is the great capital- 
istic, democratic nation of the earth. The es- 
sence of capitalism is expansion, the essence of 
democracy is competition. When a capitalistic 
enterprise ceases to expand it is faced with dan- 
ger. When competition is suppressed, democracy 
is faced with danger. 

When opportunity for expansion faces racing, 
as it does now, the man will be declared silly 
who warns against it. When new competition 


for the expanding business appears, it will be 
decried by the tracks already established, but in 
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the end some of it will win through, if for no 
other reason than that the established tracks are 
“making too much money.” 

The same reasoning will appear with regard 
to the breeding of horses. As long as prices and 
profits look unduly high to outsiders, some of the 
outsiders will be coming in as breeders. 

Whether the Turf’s best interest will be served 
by more tracks and more breeding are questions 
beside the point. It remains simply that where 
there appears to be money to be earned, there 
will be competition for it. 


On the Other Hand 


ACING, however, occupies a peculiar position 

in America. It has been extended the privi- 
lege of permitting gambling, and collecting the 
main part of its revenues from gambling. The 
states have thought well enough of this system 
that they have taken a larger revenue from rac- 
ing than the tracks themselves. They have come 
to depend upon these revenues, and probably will 
seek to make them still larger. 

But gambling in general is against the law. 
There is a deep-seated feeling in many citizens 
(millions upon millions of them) that there is 
something morally reprehensible about gambling. 
We need not argue here the merits of that feel- 
ing; we need only to recognize its existence. 

Why, then, if the people feel that gambling in 
general is so bad that they pass laws against it, 
do they extend the special privilege, to people 
within a race track enclosure, of betting upon 
the result of races? 

Perhaps someone can give a better answer, but 
we know no answer better than this, that racing 
is an ancient and cherished sport, thoroughly 
supervised, which cannot thrive in modern Amer- 
ica without betting, and which, because of its 
confined and limited nature, appears to do more 
good than harm. Therefore the people have 
waived their general rule against gambling. 

Now, if we are correct in assuming that the 
confined and limited nature of racing is an essen- 
tial factor in obtaining the special betting privi- 
lege—and if we are not correct, why do we have 
laws against handbooks ?—if we are correct in 
this assumption, it must follow that every exten- 
sion of racing beyond its present confines and 
limits makes it subject to review by the people as 
to whether the privilege should be continued. 

So racing is caught in the squeeze between its 
natural and inevitable tendency to compete and 
expand, on the one hand, and the jealousy of the 
public over a special privilege grudgingly ex- 
tended, on the other. 

Once before American racing was caught in 
this squeeze, and it all but perished. The story 
of that suicidal surge was told by John L. Her- 
vey last winter 


y in THE BLoop-HoRSE (issues 
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of February 17 and 24), and a reprint of that 
article should be kept close to hand in the desk 
of every race track executive in America. We 
must, if possible, avoid repeating the mistakes 
we were making half a century ago. 

How? 

We beg leave to speak of that later. In the 
meantime, if there are others who care to speak, 
we shall be glad to pass their messages on to 
our readers. And, for Pete’s sake, let us have 
more sense than to shush talk of this sort among 
the people of racing. It will be much better for 
us to talk about it than to wait until everybody 
else begins to talk about it. Then our talk won’t 
be much good; it will be too little and too late. 

This problem, it will be said, is largely a mat- 
ter of public relations. Such an observation, how- 
ever, fails to simplify the matter. For public re- 
lations is largely a matter of conduct. And in the 
case of racing, which lives in a goldfish bowl, it is 
especially a matter of conduct.

Two Million a Year 


Editor’s note. The following is a release from 
the United Veterans’ Committee, 515 Hobart 
Building, San Francisco. 


SAN FRANCISCO.—Plans have been an- 
nounced by the Veterans’ Rehibilitation Founda- 
tion, Inc., through its chairman, William P. Kyne,. 
general manager of the California Jockey Club, 
at Bay Meadows race track in San Mateo County, 
for the contribution of two million dollars annual- 
ly to War Veterans’ relief and rehabilitation, by 
the groups participating in the Foundation. Al- 
ready credited with donations of close to three 
million dollars during the war to charities, service 
men’s aid and welfare, the California Jockey Club, 
through its head, William P. Kyne, has achieved 
the highest mark of all sports projects in the na- 
tion in wartime contributions. 

Participating in the Veterans’ Rehabilitation 
Foundation, according to Kyne, will be the Cali- 
fornia Jockey Club at Bay Meadows, California, 
the new Bay Meadows airport now under con- 
struction adjoining the race track, Portland 
Downs racing strip in Oregon, and the projected 
Southern California Jockey Club track at Puente, 
near Pomona. Albert Uniack, well known South- 
ern California sportsman and builder, is in charge 
of the plant at Puente. . 

The Veterans’ Rehabilitation Foundation, Inc., 
will be headed by noted leaders of war veterans’ 
groups, business, labor, industrial and humani- 
tarian organizations, William P. Kyne stated. 
Among its objectives will be the aid to early re- 
employment and rehabilitation of homecoming 
war veterans, stabilization of employment and in- 
dustry for greater production in reconversion, 
advice and cooperation for veterans and their 
families seeking U. S. Veterans’ Administration 
and Veterans’ Welfare Board loans on new homes, 
farms and businesses, assistance in educational- 
vocational training, adjusted Government compen- 
sation, hospitalization and housing. The Founda- 


tion will also work with communities in enabling 
veterans to return readily to their self-reliant 
part in civie and family life.

Two Kinds of Winners 


ELMONT PARK, Elmont, N. Y.—Two of the 

most interesting races of the Saratoga meet- 
ing’s final week—may all my friends forgive me 
—were steeplechases, won by horses as dissimilar 
as can be imagined. The first of these was Mrs. 
Esther du Pont Weir’s King Oberon, a raw addi- 
tion to the jumping ranks. He is by *Bull Dog— 
Fairy Eyes, which is no pedigree for a jumper in 
the first place, and when Jack Howard was train- 
ing him for the Coldstream Stable he showed a 
very considerable promise, and a pronounced dis- 
inclination for starting gates and the other trap- 
pings of flat racing. He had a race over hurdles 
in 1943, and was never produced in public again 
until last June, when he won two hurdle races. 
He has started twice at the Saratoga meeting, 
winning both races, over the high fences. 

The point is that, though he is a jumper, he 
can’t jump worth shucks. He frequently lands, 
as they say, whop; once or twice he seemed to 
come down almost on all four feet at once. But 
he has so much speed, and I am not afraid to say 
so much class, that he gets going again and makes 
up the ground his jumping loses. In his last 
performance he got over the next-to-last fence 
barely, threw away lengths and lengths on the 
turn, hashed the last fence a little, and then came 
out to win by three lengths. He is a green, rather 
than a bad, jumper; and when he learns to handle 
his fences he will be a most difficult ’chaser to 
beat. 

The other race was the exquisitely finished per- 
formance of M. A. Cushman’s Rouge Dragon in 
the Saratoga Steeplechase Handicap on August 
31. Last year the Annapolis gelding, a spectacu- 
lar raking chestnut, was considered the best 
jumper of the season, though he had a tendency 
to jump off line at his fences. In the Saratoga 
he jumped through one fence on the back side, 
but otherwise put up one of the most convincing 
and polished jumping performances imaginable. 
He went to the water jump with a horse at his 
throat-latch, and he flew the fence like the white 
angel Gabriel, picking up more than a length. 
He was in front after a half-mile or so, and 
Jockey Emmett Roberts kept his challengers 
right on his quarter, a strategy which sometimes 
results in the challenger taking off when the 
leader does and consequently jumping short. The 
way Rouge Dragon was flying his fences made 
this more effective than usual, and two or three 
challenges were put away through bad landings. 
Floating Isle rose to the last fence almost on 
even terms with the Dragon, but the latter was 
over to perfection, while the Battleship gelding 
bobbled. At the end three horse rushed the lead- 
er, but Rouge Dragon stuck it out in a four-horse 
blanket finish, with the rather inexperienced and 
light-weighted Soldier Song second and last sea- 
son’s Grand National winner *Burma Road third. 
It was a jumping masterpiece. 


Riding for a Fall

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wait till he comes to in a couple of strange hos- 
pitals. Then we’ll see what he’s made of.” For 
here, as elsewhere, the courage of ignorance is 
well enought, but you can’t depend on it to last. 

From such a searching school came young John 
S. Harrison, one of the leading steeplechase rid- 
ers of his day. As a 17-year-old he had won the 
Maryland Hunt Cup on Welbourn Jake, over a 
gruelling four-mile course which some American 
amatuer riders, who have tried both, say is more 
fearful than Aintree. Over the timber courses 
of the hunt meetings and the brush of the race 
tracks he rode, with spills aplenty, as you may 
imagine. Several years ago he was badly injured 
in a fall at Pimlico, suffering a fractured skull. 
Splinters of bone had to be removed from his 
skull, leaving an unprotected soft area, and 
physicians told him he was taking his life in his 
hands whenever he rode, particularly unless he 
had a metal plate fitted over the injury. 

But Johnny Harrison went gaily back to the 
saddle, first as an amateur rider, later as a pro- 
fessional, though eventually he did take the pre- 
caution of having that protective plate installed. 
He had his falls, as jumping riders must, but he 
walked away from them until August 29, when 
Grey Hood blundered and went down with him 
at the seventh fence. He was rushed to Mary 
Immaculate Hospital at Jamaica, and died some 
three hours later without regaining consciousness. 

There were some highly unpleasant reports that 
he had been afforded no adequate medical atten- 
tion at the hospital. President F. S. von Stade 
of the Saratoga Association investigated next 
day and announced the reports were false. On 
the other hand, two men who were at the hospi- 
tal until the rider died said that no physician 
except an interne showed up. As to the exact 
straight of it, this onlooker couldn’t say, but 
racing people recalled other instances of neglect, 
and one former rider insisted that he lay in the 
same hospital for three hours after an injury, and 
then got up and walked out, possibly because no 
old magazines were provided for him. It is a 
matter of record that when Jockey McCulloch 
suffered a fracture on the following day and was 
taken to the same hospital, the brain specialist 
who apparently should have been in attendance 
had to be called over the public address system 
at Belmont two races later. 

At all events, plans were discussed through 
which riders at the New York tracks could sign 
statements, saying to what hospital they wished 
to be taken in the event of injury.

disqualification of Cable in the Albany 
Handicap August 31 had its lighter side. 
Quite a large man from Hackensack, N. J., ran 
into the administration building afterward and 
took a poke at two of the stewards, without doing 
any particular damage. A crowd collected, of 
course, but they were curious rather than bellig- 
erent—most of them trainers or grooms or jock- 
eys, since the building fronts on a semi-restricted 
area—and some of them expressed themselves 
freely as to whom they hoped he had hit and 
with what. Last note on the gentleman from 
Hackensack was that he was loaded by five Pink- 
ertons into a taxicab, rather against his will, I 
thought, and carted off somewhere, maybe to 
Hackensack. 

Cable, before we drop the subject, is a rather 
stylish-looking smooth brown colt, by War Ad- 
miral—Miss Brief, without any marks except a 
very few white hairs in his forehead. He ran 
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extremely well, and perhaps could have won with- 
out causing any interference, though we'll never 
know. He belongs to Mrs. Aksel Wichfeld, the 
former Fifi Widener. 


When one horse was sold for $2,900, it was 
remarked that he had been running for $2,000 
in claiming races. But it was pointed out that, 
had he been claimed, he could not have run for 
30 days for less than $2,500, while as a purchase 
he could run for anything his new owner chose. 


O’Sullivan Farm has been operating as a rac- 
ing stable, but it was announced that hence- 
forth it would become a market breeder. Accord- 
ingly two yearlings bought at the Keeneland sale 
were sold at Belmont Park. For the *Jacopo— 
Flawless filly the consignor got $4,200 and thus 
made $500 over the price at Keeneland, and on 
the Supremus—Pretty Paws colt the price was 
$7,000, an increase of $400. Presumably horses 
are still going up.

FILMS FOR FOULS 


Editor’s note. The following story is from Hol- 
lywood Park’s press department. 


OS ANGELES.—And now comes horse rac- 

ing’s newest innovation—motion pictures of 
every race which may be viewed by the stewards 
to decide on fouls and other questions within a 
matter of minutes after the last horse has crossed 
the finish line. 

General Manager J. F. Mackenzie announced 
today that Hollywood Park will introduce this new 
system—to be known as the ‘“‘Hollywood Park 
Telefilm Control”—at its fall meeting of 34 days 
which opens at the Inglewood track Wednesday, 
September 5. 

Under the unique set-up as explained by Mac- 
kenzie, a battery of eight cameras mounted on 
towers 40 to 50 feet in height and located at 
strategic points around the track will photograph 
every foot of every race in head-on views on 
16-mm. motion picture film. The special cameras,

equipped with long range telescopic lenses will 
be operated by veteran professional cameramen. 

Immediately after each race a special courier 
will pick up the exposed film from each of the 
towers. Rushed to a specially constructed dark- 
room on the grounds, the film will be immediate- 
ly developed and dried by a crew of ‘“‘Telefilm 
Control” experts, using a new and secret chemi- 
cal process recently perfectly by the Telefilm 
Company after much research and at great ex- 
pense. 

Experiments show that this operation requires 
between 5 and 7 minutes, making it possible for 
the stewards to view any section of any race 
where there may be a foul claimed or any other 
question within a matter of minutes after the con- 
clusion of any race. 

The “Telefilm Control” will be in operation in 
conjunction with Hollywood Park’s newly an- 
nounced system of performance analysis, known 
officially as the ‘Performance Observers Method.” 
The latter consists of the use of 12 trained ob- 
servers stationed on the roof of the grandstand. 
Equipped with high-powered binoculars, these 
Turf experts, each assigned to an individual horse, 
will have binoculars constantly trained on the 
particular horse assigned to them before the 
start of each race. 

This combination—the “Telefilm Control” and 
the “Performance Observers Method’—will not 
only maintain the sport on the high plane to which 
it belongs but should make for better and mvure 
formful racing. 

Perfection of the “Telefilm Control’ came only 
after many months of expensive research, Maec- 
kenzie revealed. When the idea was first broach- 
ed—that of perfecting a chemical process where- 
by motion pictures could be developed, dried and 
ready for showing in a space of 5 to 7 minutes— 
practically every film expert declared “it can’t 
be done.” 

But Mackenzie and the “Telefilm Control” ex- 
perts stuck with the research and experimental 
work and now Hollywood Park once again is 
ready to introduce another innovation that may 
eventually be adopted by many of the nation’s 
leading race tracks.

Surosa was bred at William du Pont, Jr.’s Wal- 
nut Hall Farm, Boyce, Va., where her sire, the 
high-class Rosemont, stands. Rosemont, despite 
his well established deputation as a racer, 1S 
rarely heard of as a sire (he had only five regis- 
tered foals of 1942), owing to Mr. du Pont’s in- 
difference to success based upon promotion. — (The 
story is told that after Rosemont won the Withers 
Stakes, Mr. du Pont remarked, a little sadly, that 
he did not think the colt would ever make a good 
jumper.)

Flight had broken down in the first half and was 
out of the race), was about 20 lengths back of his 
stablemate. In the last three-sixteenths *Olympic 
Zenith went to the front, only to be caught near 
the end and beaten half a length by Coronal. 

The race marked the end of the career of Ariel 
Flight, a 4-year-old son of *Castel Fusano and 
New Dawn, by *Sickle, which had won the 1944 
Bahamas Handicap and placed in other stakes. 
After about a half-mile he somehow suffered a 
broken hip bone, and the sharp edge of the broken 
bone severed an artery. It was necessary to de- 
stroy him.

Coronal, thus far the last foal and only starter 
produced by Contessa, was bred by Breymann 
Farm, the name under which Walter P. Chrysler, 
Jr., began his operations as a Thoroughbred 
breeder and owner, before he had established his 
headquarters at North Wales Stud, Warrenton, 
Va. He began racing as a 2-year-old for Brey- 
mann Farm, and won three of his seven starts in 
his first season. He had not previously won a 
stakes event, but last year he was placed in four 
handicaps under stakes conditions. This year, 
under the ownership of Dell Stable (Herman L. 
Delman, New York manufacturer of ladies’ 
shoes), Coronal had stuck mostly to Grade C com- 
pany and had won his last previous race. Alto- 
gether he has run 49 times, won ten races, fin- 
ished second nine times, third seven times, and 
earned $36,545.

The Hopeful Stakes, by tradition, conditions, 
and value one of the key 2-year-old races of the 
year, brought the first important test of the sea- 
son between the leading juvenile performers in 
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the East and those developed in the Chicago area. 
Revoked, which had won the Washington Park 
Futurity; Inroc, which had given Revoked his 
only beaing in four starts; and Star Pilot, which 
had run twice at Washington Park, were sent to 
Belmont Park for the race. Inroc was grouped 
in the mutuel field with Sir Pennant and went to 
the post at odds of $18.45 to $1, Revoked was 
fourth choice at $7.70 to $1, Star Pilot an outsider 
at $20.35 to $1. New Yorkers have not yet learned 
to trust Chicago form, and they missed the boat 
completely. 

For favorite the crowd took the stout stretch 
runner Mist o’ Gold, and it also gave strong sup- 
port to E. R. Bradley’s Be Courageous, a Bime- 
lech colt which had won his only previous start by 
four lengths, and Mill River Stable’s Desert Ra- 
tion, the gray *Mahmoud—Brown Biscuit colt, 
bred by Dr. Eslie Asbury, which had won his last 
previous start by five lengths. 

Be Courageous, Air Hero, and Enfilade, all 
running from outside post positions, came out of 
the gate fastest and the field ran closely packed 
down the straight course which is a pain in the 
neck to most of New York’s casual race-goers and 
to horses making their first start over it, as Re- 
voked and Inroe were. Until the eighth-pole was 
reached Air Hero and Enfilade contended for the 
pace on almost equal terms. Up to the last quar- 
ter-mile Revoked appeared to have a very strong 
chance for victory, as he was running close be- 
hind the leaders and seemed to have plenty of 
power left to take over. 

But when Jockey Al Bodiou touched Revoked 
with his whip the Blue Larkspur colt swerved 
badly and crossed in front of Desert Ration, 
which may or may not have been discouraged by 
the incident—at any rate he dropped back quick- 
ly. As the pacemakers faded Arnold Kirkland 
came up quickly with Maine Chance Farm’s Star 
Pilot and took the lead, followed by Inroc and 
Revoked. Running confidently and straight be- 
tween horses, Star Pilot moved out to win by more 
than two lengths. Inroc, finishing strongly, had a 
length and a half advantage over Revoked, which 
beat Be Courageous a neck for third place. 

The remainder of the field finished in a fairly 
compact group, with less than eight lengths from 
third place to fourteenth. When all ifs, ands, and 
buts had been accounted for the Hopeful would 
not seem a very conclusive race, at least to the 
owners of several of the horses which took part in 
it. The Futurity at Belmont Park and other late- 
season races would have to answer some of the 
remaining questions.

That Star Pilot belonged with the best 2-year- 
olds of the season, however, there was no doubt. 
It had been known for some time that Trainer 
Tom Smith had been relying on him strongly, and 
there was a general feeling among horsemen that 
as the distances began to stretch a little he would 
distinguish himself. He had started racing at 
Belmont Park in June, won his first start by three 
lengths (with Mist 0’ Gold third), finished un- 
placed in his second, ten lengths behind Enfilade. 
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He was sent to Washington Park, where he won 
his first start by four lengths, then finished un- 
placed in Spy Song’s Arlington Futurity. He had 
got back to Belmont Park in time to make one 
more start before the Hopeful, finishing second to 
Manipur in the Grand Union Hotel Stakes (over 
the Widener Course) after a closing rush that 
promised well for his next effort. He went to the 
post, however, at odds of $20.35 to $1. In six 
starts he has won three races, finished second 
once, and earned $60,705. 

Star Pilot was foaled at Coldstream Stud, Lex- 
ington, January 27, 1943, the third foal and third 
winner of Floradora, a high-class performer 
under the Coldstream colors. At Keeneland last 
summer Leslie Combs II bought him for $26,000 
for the account of Mrs. Elizabeth Nightingale 
Graham’s Maine Chance Farm—the third highest 
price in an unprecedented group of yearling pur- 
chases. 

The Keeneland Summer Sales, in fact, got 
credit for the first three in the Hopeful finish. 
Inroe was sold by Ira Drymon to Cromwell Blood- 
stock Agency for $4,000. Revoked was knocked 
down to Max Hirsch for $41,000, later turned 
back (see THE BLoop-HorseE of September 1) be- 
cause his purchaser thought his wind was un- 
sound.

After Three Dots won the Myrtlewood Handi- 
cap on July 26 in one of the best races of his 
‘areer, he was soundly beaten on August 8 by 
Armed and Espino Gold, both favored with big 
weight concessions. Trainer Willie Crump then 
gave the Good Advice gelding a brief rest, brought 
him out for the Chicago Handicap on September 
1. He still carried top weight, but this time 
Armed was given a concession of only one pound. 
The big crowd made a strong favorite of Armed, 
took the 38-year-old Fighting Don for second 
choice, ignoring the big shift in weights. 

Again Three Dots turned in one of his best 


races. At the eighth-pole he had a lead of five 
lengths. Armed, closing strongly, only managed 


to cut this margin in half by the time the finish

ROWNIE LEACH used to have this column, 

but it is now being appropriated. Brownie 
has so many jobs that he has resigned his con- 
nection with THE BLoop-Horse. He works for the 
Breeders’ Sales Company, Keeneland, and Church- 
ill Downs, and plans to take some photographs if 
he ever gets around to it. We wish him luck, 
but he won’t need it especially; he has ability, 
which is more dependable. 

The remaining part of the staff of THE BLOoop- 
HorsE will need luck for the next few months. It 
is down to rock-bottom, and if either the editor 
or the business manager blacks out there won’t be 
no BLoop-HorsE. There are a couple of soldiers 
we are waiting for, but both of them are deep in 
Europe. Maybe Santa Claus will bring them 
home. In the meantime Abram S. Hewitt, who 
came in during the summer as an assistant, just 
because he had a soft spot in his heart, has indi- 
cated that he hopes to return to Lexington for 
several weeks and that he will be glad to turn 
over a couple of days a week to the service of 
THE BLoop-Horse. That will please the reader 
as well as the writer. 


The Tennessee Department of Agriculture has 
a Market Bulletin which goes once a month to 
43,000 farm homes. Its August 15 number car- 
ries a feature setting forth that three Tennessee 
yearlings brought a total of $13,000 at the recent 
sales at Keeneland, along with pictures of two of 
them. It is also preparing a booklet on the horses 
of Tennessee which may be ready for distribution 
about the first of October. Tennessee has some 
of the deepest horse tradition and some of the 
best horse land in America, and Governor Jim 
McCord has already issued a challenge to “watch 
Tennessee’s Thoroughbreds.” 


To the data on the soundness of the breathing 
apparatus of Revoked, as published last week, an 
addition can be made. It is from Dr. B and was 
not included in the files of Max Hirsch. It was 
not obtained from Dr. Asbury, either, but since it 
was written as a statement “to whom it may con- 
cern,” it seems permissible to use it here: 


August 8th, 1944 
TO WHOM IT MAY CONCERN: 

At the request of Dr. Eslie Asbury, I have ex- 
amined the bay yearling colt by Blue Larkspur— 
Gala Belle, for soundness of wind. This colt was ex- 
amined thoroughly in the stall and under forced ex- 
ercise. No symptoms of unsoundness of wind could 
be detected. Nostril sounds were quite evident 
when the colt was first turned loose but these dimin- 
ished under exercise and all sounds were produced 
on expiration of air. It is my opinion that nostril 
sounds should not be regarded as a sign of unsound- 
ness of wind unless they can be connected with 
some disease, injury or alteration of structure. 


This statement, not previously seen by the writ- 
er, was positive: “No symptoms of unsoundness 
of wind could be detected.” 

Incidentally, the Hopeful Stakes result of Sep- 
tember 1 should be accepted with tentative res- 
ervations. It is commonly observed that 2-year- 
olds making their first start over the straight 
Widener Course tend to become confused and fail 
to run to their top form. Neither Inroc, second, 
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nor Revoked, third, had had a previous race on 
the course which is laid diagonally across Belmont 
Park’s infield. 

Star Pilot, which beat them, had had _ three 
previous races on the Widener Course. He too 
had been racing in top company at Washington 
Park and the fact that these colts finished one- 
two-three speaks well for the comparative class of 
the Chicago 2-year-olds in general, and especially 
well for Spy Song, which, until his injury in the 
Washington Park Futurity, appeared many 
pounds better than any of his western rivals. 


Some of the new readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
want to know about “the sign,” now being pub- 
lished in connection with ‘Reminders.’ Well, 
this is a concession to an old superstition which 
flourishes among horsemen, reaching its finest 
growth in Kentucky. Sometimes we try to cure 
them from it by just forgetting all about the sign, 
but, come weaning time, they’re on the phone 
wanting to know when the sign will be in the leg, 
and then we get soft-hearted again and “put it 
back in the paper.” 

The sign indicates the passage of the moon 
through the 12 stages of the zodiac in its monthly 
revolution around the earth. It remains about 
2% days in each of the dozen equal divisions of 
the heavens to which some of the more imagina- 
tive ancients assigned a special sort of authority 
over different parts of the human body. 

All sorts of incredible notions have been swal- 
lowed whole, and some of the best of these have 
to do with the influence of the heavenly bodies. 
Early in June a breeder was in the office who: 
proposed to foretell the class of Thoroughbreds: 
by their birthdates. He remarked with perfect 
good humor that some people thought he was 
crazy because of this, and we comforted him by 
saying we could see their point of view. We pro- 
vided him with a list of foaling dates of most of 
the Kentucky Derby starters, and after consider- 
able deliberation he selected Burning Dream as 
the winner. It is usually advisable, we under- 
stand, when using horoscopes to select a Derby 
winner, to take a quick glance at the Racing Form. 

How Thoroughbred breeders got to “weaning 
by the sign,” as they call it, none of them seem to 
know. But many of them do. The idea is to wait 
until the sign is “in the leg,’ that is, below the 
knee, then take the sucklings away from their 
dams. That way “they don’t take on so much.” 
Once in a while one of the old-timers in the busi- 
ness forgets where the sign is supposed to be and 
has to ask another one when he ought to wean. 
(Castration, too, is supposed to be done when the 
sign is below the knee.) 

Of course, somebody is always coming along 
and saying it’s all tommyrot, but usually it’s one 
of those smart-alecks from the city, and hownell 
could they know anything about it?—they never 
weaned a colt in their life. And besides, even if 
it doesn’t do any good, it doesn’t cost anything, 
and if there is anything in it you might as well 
get the advantage of it. And it’s nobody’s busi- 
ness anyway and can’t hurt anything. So they 
just go ahead and wean by the sign and grin at 
one another. 

Just a little touch of old times. 


Some of the boys have been keeping themselves 
warm lately by kicking good race mares around 
and trying to lead their readers to believe that a 
good race mare is no better as a broodmare pros- 
pect than a well bred broodmare. I'll have to

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gions so remote from the truth that it doesn’t 
seem worth while to organize a rescue expedition. 


Just to get in one lick and run, I’d like to depose 
that right now the three best 2-year-olds of the 
season appear to be Spy Song (first by at least 
ten pounds), Star Pilot, and Revoked. Spy Song’s 
dam is Mata Hari, a superlative race mare. Star 
Pilot is out of Floradora, winner of the Alabama 
Stakes and Maryland Handicap. Revoked is out 
of Gala Belle, a good-class winner, little raced, 
placed in a stakes event, dam of a previous stakes 
winner, Alabama, her only previous foal. 


For the benefit of one who commented that good 
race mares owed their reputations to the fact that 
they are mated with good sires (they aren’t bred 
to top sires one-quarter as much as they should 
be), Spy Song is far and away the best colt ever 
got by Balladier. Star Pilot appears tentatively 
as the best colt got by *Sickle since his 1935 crop, 
which included Stagehand and Cravat, both out 
of stakes winners. And Revoked is probably the 
second-best colt ever got by Blue Larkspur. 


The Hipodromo de las Americas was not given 
that brave name for nothing. It is becoming a 
connecting link between the Americas of the 
North and South. Last year it entertained as 
special guests, among others, Julian D. Herman, 
of Concepcion, Chile, an official of the Jockey 
Club de Concepcion and director of the Hipodromo 
de Santiago; Juan Magot, director of the Lima 
Jockey Club in Peru; Francisco Llergo, of the 
Hipodromo de Versalles of Bogota, Colombia; and 
Ramon del Pedregal, president of the Club Hipico 
of Santiago, Chile. The Chilean officials took a 
look at the photochart camera in use at the Hipod- 
romo de las Americas and ordered two of the same 
type. Panamanian racing executives also became 
interested and have requested a similar installa- 
tion. 


Now the track sends word that E. de Asumpcao, 
president of the Brazilian Jockey Club, is plan- 
ning to send 15 of his own horses to race at 
Mexico City during the meeting which opens Oc- 
tober 12 to run more than a hundred days, to next 
June 2. Further, Senor Asumpcao was quoted by 
Pablo Macedo, president of the Mexican Jockey 
Club, to the effect that he expected to visit Mexico 
himself, in his own ship. 


The promotion of international good will can 
be made one of the most important functions of 
racing, and the hipodromo at Mexico City occu- 
pies a key position in this regard. The contacts 
made there between North America and South 
America should be steadily expanded. 


Lexington, since the eighteenth century head- 
quarters for Kentucky’s Thoroughbred breeding, 
on Labor Day had a plug-horse race meeting at 
the famous old trotting track in the city. Races 
were quarter-mile affairs for horses weighing at 
least 1,300 pounds. The biggest crowd ever to see 
a sports event in the city turned out, and approxi- 
mately $8,000 was raised for the benefit of Lex- 
ington’s unique Stopover Station, which has fed 
or bedded some 400,000 service men free of charge 
since early in 1942. 

The horses, mostly good-looking draft-bred ani- 
mals borrowed from farmers, were ridden by 
farm boys and business men and showed a sur- 
prising eagerness to run. The Thoroughbred Club 
supervised the actual racing. 

People in the crowd inched past one another, 
grinned, “Looks like this town was getting hungry 
for racing.” 
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Twilight Tear's Retirement 


In a six-furlong race at Washington Park Au- 
gust 28 Fighting Don won by three lengths in 
1:10%, with Occupy second, three lengths farther 
back. 

Last at the finish was the great race mare Twi- 
light Tear, making the first stait of her 4-year- 
old season. In the spring at Churchill Downs Twi- 
light Tear, “horse of the year” in 1944, had bled 
in a workout. In her race last week she again 
hemorrhaged at the nose, then had another attack 
when she was being led back to the stable. 

Regretfully Warren Wright ordered the daugh- 
ter of Bull Lea and Lady Lark back to Calumet 
Farm. Not at all regretfully he ordered a place 
made for her on the list of mares which will be 
bred to Whirlaway in 1946.

N pre-war days at Saratoga the Fasig-Tipton 

Company usually arranged a sale of horses in 
training to be held shortly after the close of the 
yearling auctions there. Usually it was a run- 
of-the-mine affair in which the stables on the 
grounds weeded out some of their moderate and 
poor performers, and the catalogue was never 
very large. 

This year, after the yearling auctions at Mead- 
ow Brook, the company planned an auction of 
horses in training at month-end at Belmont Park. 
The entries were so numerous that two catalogues 
were issued, for sales on the morning of August 
30 and 31. 

As soon as buyers discovered what horses were 
being catalogued, they began to make proposi- 
tions to the consignors. Some horses were sold 
or traded privately and others were lost in claim- 
ing races, with the result that 30 of the 80 horses 
catalogued had disappeared from the market be- 
fore the sales were held. For the rest there was 
strong bidding. The 538 head sold at the two 
sessions, including three late entries not in the 
catalogues, brought a total of $160,700, average 

3,032. 

, In the last horses-in-training sale held at Sara- 
toga in 1942, 31 head were sold for an average 
of $640. 


Belmont Park Sale, August 30 


OR the first of the Fasig-Tipton Company’s 

two paddock sales at Belmont Park 39 head 
were catalogued, 25 went through the ring, bring- 
ing a total of $61,700, average $2,468. Highest 
prices were in the consignments of Earle Sande 
and Mill River Stable. Sande got $11,000 and 
$8,800 for two 3-year-old Stagehand geldings, 
(one a maiden), the two highest prices of the 
day. The third highest price was the $5,000 paid 
by Marlboro Stud Farm (Mrs. Joseph Eitinger) 
for Musical Comedy, a daughter of Sceneshifter, 
full brother to Stagehand.

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Marshall Field Selling Out 


ROM Arthur B. Hancock’s Claiborne Farm, 

Paris, Ky., the announcement was made early 
this week that Marshall Field was retiring from 
activity as a Thoroughbred breeder and that his 
broodmares and their 1945 foals had been con- 
signed to the Keeneland Fall Sales, to be held at 
Lexington beginning November 12. This an- 
nouncement, following close upon the news that 
Col. E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour Stock Farm was 
consigning a group of ten yearlings to the fall 
auctions, fortified the already general expectation 
that new records would be established for a mixed 
sale of this sort. 

Mr. Field, in sending instructions to Mr. Han- 
cock to prepare for the dispersal of his stock, 
made no public statement of his reasons for doing 
so. (It cannot be that he needs the money, of 
course. He was already one of the richest men in 
the world when two years ago he came into pos- 
session of an additional $75,000,000.) But his in- 
terest in recent years has shifted largely to his 
ventures in the newspaper field and it has been 
several years since he was able to devote time and 
attention to his racing and breeding interests. 
After the outbreak of the war he dispersed his 
Thoroughbred stock in England, and in America 
he discontinued racing some years ago and began 
to sell stock in the yearling markets. 

The height of Mr. Field’s success as an owner 
in American racing was from 1924 through the 
early 1930’s, when he was represented by such 
horses as Stimulus, Nimba, Escutcheon, and High 
Strung, among others. Among the better known 
horses he has bred in recent years are High 
Quest, Clang, Sgt. Byrne, Mars Shield, Sir 
Damion, Mrs. Punch, and Srange Device. 

In England, as in America, Mr. Field main- 
tained a small, carefully selected band of brood- 
mares from which he bred numerous high-class 
winners. One of these was the remarkable mare 
Black Ray, dam of 19 foals in 19 years, including 
five high-class stakes winners, among them 
“Foray II, *Jacopo, and the good winner and pro- 
ducer Eclair. (Two daughters of Black Ray will 
be included in the sale.)

Denunciation 


“IT consider you unfaithful to the trust reposed 
in you by the city. Your act of accepting bets 
is comparable to treascn in the Army. You’re 
just as guilty as a soldier who leaves his post 
and fraternizes with the enemy. You have been 
derelict in your duty to the 7,500,000 citizens of 
this city. You abandoned your assignment to 
engage in criminal activity.

Tafuri, a city employee found guilty of book- 
making. When the magistrate announced his 
sentence, 30 days in the workhouse and a $200 
fine, or an additional 20 days, the crowd in the 
courtroom jeered and whistled. The jeers, many 
from defendants awaiting their hearings on 
gambling charges, were quickly gaveled into 
silence. 

Tafuri probably needed the rest. He was an 
inspector in the engineering division of the office 
of the Manhattan Borough president, a guard in 
a war plant across the Hudson River in New 
Jersey from 8 p. m. to 8 a. m., and a fairly busy 
bookmaker of the traveling variety which flour- 
ishes in New York.

ONDON, August 20.—Messrs. Tattersalls are 

once again holding their autumn yearling 
sales at Newmarket and not at Doncaster. The 
sales will take place September 11-14. Entries 
have been so heavy that there will be a special 
overflow sale of yearlings October 1-3. Owing 
to difficulties in the printing trade—and they are 
many—catalogues are not yet ready, and I can 
only give you a few particulars of important lots 
which will be coming up. Presumably you will 
receive messages giving particulars of some of 
the highest-priced lots, amongst which some of 
the following may be included. 

The National Stud this year has 13 yearlings, 
of which six will be offered on lease to H. M. The 
- King. These are as follows: 

Chestnut colt by Blue Peter—Sun Chariot. This is 
reputed to be a beautiful colt, and is of course. splen- 
didly bred according to our ideas. [This is the first 
foal of a great race mare.—Ed.] 

Chestnut colt by Big Game—Caretta. 
Tillywhim, was a great broodmare. 

Bay colt by Bois Roussel—Snowberry. Snowberry is 
the dam of Chamossaire, a very good 3-year-old of the 


present season. [She is also a stakes-winning daugh- 
ter of Myrobella.—Ed.] 


Bay filly by Mieuxce—Myrobella (dam of Big Game). 

Chestnut filly by Hyperion—Clarence. This is an own 
sister to Sun Chariot. 

Bay filly by Big Game—Thrust. Thrust has not been 
a very wc mare at stud but her dam, Sword Play, 
{dam of *Challenger II], has been a great winner- 
getter. 

This leaves seven for the sale, of which the 
best will probably be a chestnut colt by Fairway— 
Fairy Godmother, by Diligence. Fairy Godmother 
has produced several good winners, and this year- 
ling should add to her record. He is a colt of 
great quality with plenty of scope. Next best 
to him is probably a chestnut colt by Fair Trial— 
Emolument, by Gainsborough. This is one of the 
National Stud’s well established families and the 
present representative seems to be as good as his 
many winning forebears. He is the long, low type, 
very strong, and with good legs. 

The Sledmere Stud, always one of the most im- 
portant vendors at the sale, has only one colt to 
offer. They had nine living foals in 1944 but 
eight of them were fillies. The colt is a son of 
Umidwar and Queen Christina. Queen Christina 
(Buchan—Molly Adare) is not, in my opinion, a 
beauty, but she is the dam of Orthodox, now at 
stud and another good winner. The best of the 
fillies may be by Nearco out of Barrowby Gem, 
by Hurstwood. Barrowby Gem was a very charm- 
ing race mare, although she has bred nothing 
outstanding, as yet. 

The Aga Khan offers four colts and two fillies. 
The best of these, on breeding, may be the colt 
by Felicitation—Fille de Salut (a half-sister to 
*Bahram), but as an individual the pick is prob- 
ably the colt by Felicitation—Dodoma. Dodoma 


The third dam, 


is a winner, and is by Dastur out of Mumtaz Be- 
gum, by *Blenheim out of Mumtaz Mahal. There 
is also a nice filly by Winterhalter out of the 
French-bred Valedeh, by *Blenheim out of a 
*Teddy mare. 

The Burton Agnes Stud (Yorkshire) is sending 
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up six yearlings, the best of which may be a filly 
by Nearco out of Gloss. Gloss, by Papyrus, is 
Anthony de Rothschild’s breeding. Her filly 
seems to be an exceptionally good one. There is 
also a bay colt by Blue Peter out of Serena 
Blandish, by Gainsborough. The colt is a very 
well made, deep-bodied sort, and should sell well. 
The next best is a bay colt by Scottish Union out 
of Bon Mot, by Beresford. This is a well grown 
colt and a good mover, although perhaps a bit 
backward. 


The Sezincote Stud (Gloster) is submitting nine 
yearlings, of Which the best is probably a bay 
colt by Stardust out of Aragon. Aragon is a 
daughter of Windsor Lad and Sister Sarah—a 
very successful family. The yearling is on the 
small side but has a deal of quality. There 
should be a very good demand for the Stardust 
stock. The best of the Sezincote fillies will un- 
doubtedly be the filly by Dastur—Romarosa, by 
Tiberius out of Rododaktylos. The yearling is a 
half-sister to a good winner and is a very high- 
class filly. 

The Aston Park Stud (Oxfordshire) usually 
sells well, and this year has four yearlings, the 
pick of which may be the bay colt by Blue Peter 
out of Centeno, by Blandford, out of the very 
good mare Athasi. This one must inevitably 
fetch a good price. 

The Whitsbury Manor (Wilts) Stud is a new 
one but is making a very promising start. It 
has produced at least one extremely attractive 
yearling filly for which I expect there will be 
plenty of competition. She is a chestnut by Big 
Game out of Naptha, by Pharos out of Nem Soha, 
by Lemberg. This is all good winning blood but 
I think the filly will sell on her own extremely 
good looks. She is a very sweet youngster of 
medium size and considerable quality. 

I must confess, of the few studs I have been 
able to visit, I have seen no nicer yearlings than 
those at the Duke of Westminster’s stud at 
Eaton, Cheshire. There is this year a most 
charming filly by Fairway out of Dona Sol, by 
Solario, who will, I am certain, attract a great 
deal of attention. Dona Sol goes back to Own 
Sister, so named because she was a sister to the 
great Son-in-Law. The filly is very hard to 
fault and seems to me to have the best features 
of Fairway. There is also an extremely nice lit- 
tle filly by Hyperion out of Carnation, who is a 
half-sister to your *Hurry By; she is an obvious 
“winner.” A colt by Fair Trial out of Home Se- 
curity is a good robust type, and the colt by Blue 
Peter out of Simnel (same family) may one day 
make a grand 3-year-old. Simnel is the ‘dam of 
Lambert Simnel, with which the Duke won a 
wartime Two Thousand Guineas. 

I am sorry to send you such a scrappy list, but 
they may be taken as a fair cross-section of the 
yearlings which will be coming up from the bet- 
ter studs. I have not enough particulars to en- 
able me to forecast how the sale will go, but I 
think it is safe to assume that the yearlings will 
average a thousand guineas or over.
